Forests and Rain. 
The effect of forests U[>on the amount 
of rainfall in any district is now generally 
recognized, and the planting of trees 
lias, therefore, been urged by a M. 
Deherain upon the French Government 
as one of the cliief means of increasing 
the humidity of Algeria. 
It is well 
kuowu that under tho Romans aud 
Carthaginians Algeria was a fertile aud 
populous country', and the remains of 
populous cities are found in the midst of 
what is now ail uninhabited desert. 
This 
change in the character of tho region 
must be attributed, M. Deherain thinks, 
to the different climatic conditions fol­ 
lowing upon the gradual destruction of 
the forests which once covered it, and 
lie believes it possible, by assiduous 
tree-planting, to bring it back to its 
former fertility* and prosperity. 
That 
the soil is not yet, like that of Arabia, 
for instance, destitute of tho elements 
requisite for the growth of vegetation is 
shown by Hie circumstance that in tile 
rainy years, which occur f*»ur or five 
times In a generation, plants spring up 
iu great numb.-iv, and grain ripens per­ 
fectly but as a rule, the rams are infre­ 
quent’ and violent, filling the ravines 
with torrents which die away in a few 
hours, leaving the earth nearly as dry as 
before. 
That such conditions usually 
follow the denudation of an extensive 
district is now definitely known, but M. 
Deherain was able to make an observa­ 
tion which would suggest that the effect 
may be prc*ducod on a smaller scale than 
is generally imagined. 
Riding one day, 
when appearances indicated rain, thiough 
tho desert country, at some distance 
from the Boghari Mountains, lie noticed 
as tho clouds moved over the partially 
wooded mountain slopes, th© long-gray 
streamers of rain descending upon th© 
forests, but upon these alone ; over the 
cleared portions there were none; and 
on the plain not a drop of rain fell.

One of the most convenient art des to 
be used in tho sick-roam is the hand­ 
bag. Get sonic clean fine Hind, dry it 
thoroughly in a kettle on tin* stove ;

S uing carefully together, and cover 
bag with cotton or linen cloth. This 
will prevent the sand from sifting out, 
fnJ will also allow of the bag tieing 
heated quickly by placing it iii the oven 
CE even on tho top of the stove.

ppm using it, the possessor will never 
lignin attempt to warm the hands or 
i n t of a sick person with a bottle of 
hot water or a brick. 
The sand holds 
the heat a long time, and the bag can 
be tucked np to the back without hurt­ 
ing the invalid.

them ready for use.

and what we cai! “ taking cold ” might 
often be described a» tak* g hot; glow­ 
ing stoves, and even open fires, in a 
night nursery, greatly aggravate the 
pernicious effects of an impure atmos­ 
phere. The first paroxysm of croup 
can be promptly relieved by very bim- 
pi* remedies— fresh air aud a forward 
in* backward movement of the arms, 
combined in urgent cases with the ap­ 
plication of a flesh brush or piece of flan­ 
nel to the neck or upper part of tho 
(fliest Paregoric and poppy sirup stop 
the cough by lethargizmg the irritabil­ 
ity and thus preventing the discharge of 
the phlegm till its accumulation pro* 
j i nw a seoond and far more dangerous 
paroxysm.

—A sink drain becoming choked with 
grease may be cleaned by plugging up 
the outlet and filling die drain with 
strong boiling hot lye of wood ashes.

—It is usual when planting celery to 
cut off the leaves of the l««iig**st stalks, 
leaving only the heart. 
It will tend to

is, six inches apart in the rows. Celery 
requires a cool, moist place; in rich, 
warm soil it may run to seed, making a 
very rank growth. 
—Ants may easily lie destroyed by 
dissolving sugar of lead in water aud 
moistening brown sugar with the frui­ 
tion.

—Before the children’s stockings be­ 
rm to be thin at the knees and to need 
arming put a piece of cloth under and 
sew’ with fine stitches so that they will 
not show; soft flannel or pieces of old 
stockings which are strong enough to bs 
worth using are better than any heavier 
cloth. 
By taking the trouble to do this 
stockings may be made to last twice as 
long as without it. 
—Delicious fruit candy is made from 
this recipe: Get one cocoanut, one and 
one-half pounds of granulated sugar, 
wet the sugar with the milk of the co­ 
coanut, put it in a saucepan, let it heat 
slowly, then boil rapidly for five min­ 
utes, add the cocoanut grated very tine, 
boil for ten minutes, stirring constantly.

R aise a IYW G rapes. 


There is no objection to raising many 
grapes on a farm, and most farmers 
would find it profitable to do so. 
But 
every man who cultivates a piece of 
land of any size, from that of a vill 
garden to a farm embracing a section, 
should raise grajies enough for th 
supply of himself and family. 
No fruit 
is so easily and cheaply raised as grapes 
We have varieties so hardy that the vines 
w ill stand as much exposure as 
trees and be more likely to bear, 
rooted Concord grapes can be obtained 
iii many places for a dime each or $1 
per dozen. They will produce several 
clusters to the vine the second year after 
they are planted out. 
No costly trellis 
is necessary to support them. 
They can 
be twined to stakes, fences, jiosts, or the 
sides of buildings. 
They may be made 
to cover arbors and serve Hie purposes 
t»f ornamentation. With a few vines to 
I stat! with it is very easy* to multiply 
them by cuttings. 
A grape-vine one* 
established and well taken care of will 
J continue to produce fruit for twenty 
years. 
Grajies rank anions the most 
excellent food. They are Hie cheapest 
luxuries that can be enjoyed ou farms. 
During the time they are ripe they 
should lie so abundant that every one can 
have a supply. 
They are the best when 
eaten as they are picked from the vine, 
but they make excellent pies and sauce. 
They an* the sujteriors of most fruits for 
canning purposes. 
It is often easier 
and cheaper to make wine than cider, 
I as no crusher or expensive press is re­ 
quired. The wine can be converted in­ 
to vinegar if desired. 
No fruit except 
! currants make as good jelly as grajies. 
But for all this and for all that many 
persons continue to deny themselves 
gravies, which are as easily produced as 
as corn and potatoes.—Chicago Times. 


(■rafting by Farmers. 


The period for grafting is from the 
time the sap begins to start until the 
i leaves commence to appear. 
The very 
best time and the one usually selected 
being just before the foliage opens. 
Grafting is simply uniting a shoot or 
scion, upon a stock, in such manner 
that the inner bark shall meet, thus in­ 
suring a union, tho idea being that thus 
we get a superior fruit or one identical 
with that of the tree from which the 
scion was taken, and this upon a stock of 
inferior kind. 
All the tools necessary are, a firm- 
backed or panel saw, a sharp jack-knife 
for whittling the scions, a strong butch- 
cr-knifc and a mallet for splitting the 
stock, and a narrow, thin wedge to hold 
the cleft open, until tile grafts are in­ 
serted. 
The how to graft, is performed as fol­ 
low’s: Saw- off the stock smoothly and 
squarely, pare the tops nicely with a 
sharp knife, split down to the depth of 
an inch or an inch and a half, put in 
your wedge to keep it open; your sticks 
of buds ought to have been prepared be­ 
fore hand ami to prevent their drying 
out they should be kept in water. Cut 
from one of these, two sections contain­ 
ing two buds each, pare them down with 
a sharp knife, wodge like, insert nicely 
as directed, w ax and the whole thing is 
done. 
In waxing, nurserymen use cloth or 
thin manilla paper spread with wax, 
nicely wrapped around the grafts to 
hold diem in position, hut as a rule the 
farmer will do latter to apply the wax 
direct. 
How’ to make the wax is easy 
enough. 
The 
following is a good 
recipe: 
The bases of all grafting wax are 
rosin, beeswax and tallow. 
The idea is 
to so arrange the ingredients that the 
whole will lie soft aud plastic. Inw am i 
weather more rosin must be used. For 
cool weather equal parts of each is 
used. 
But a better formula, providing 
a furnace or other means of keeping it 
warm is at hand in chilly weather is. 
four parts of rosin, two of tallow and 
one? of beeswax.

Preparing Horseradish. 


A grower of horseradish for tho mar­ 
ket gives Hic following directions for 
preparing if for sale: The roots, which 
are grown from “ sets” started early 
in the spring, come to maturity and are 
dug in the month of November to he 
tored for winter use. 
At the time of 
digging the main root is freed from all 
smaller ones, and the small roots are 
covered for “ sets” again in the spring. 
The largest roots are what may he 
called “ spragly.” Everything intended 
for grinding is covered in sand in a 
basement cellar to prevent wilting, and 
is dugout in quantities as W'anted. 
It is 
first washed, then scraped and pared 
clean, and the crowns cut off. 
Those 
are thrown away, as they are of no value 
for producing new plants. 
The grind­ 
ing or grating is done on a perforated 
tin cylinder that turns in a close wooden 
box which stands about breast high. 
The motion is produced by Hie foot in 
the same way that a lathe or grindstone 
is turned. 
As the ground root soon 
loses its w hite color iii the air, a small 
quantity only can he ground at a time. 
This is mixed w'ith vinegar and put at 
once into bottles and corked tightly. 
The bottles arc afterward sealed by 
dipping the cork in prepared 
w*ax. 
The labeling completes the work. It is 
only prepared as fast as sold. 
Keeping 
the radish in a dark, cool place will 
not keep the pure root from losing its 
strong taste; and a bottle of the pre­ 
pared root left to stand open must be 
freshly ground to be good. The un­ 
ground roots retain their full strength 
as long as they remain perfectly covered 
from the air with sand. 
Freezing does 
not hurt them.

What Volcanos Are Not. 
is a volcano© ?” 
This is 
familiar question, often addressed to us 
ill our youth, which 4‘Catechisms of 
Universal Knowledge” and similar achoo 
manuals have taught us to rej)ly to in 
Some such terms as the following ; 
“A volcano is a burning mountain, 
(fom the summit of winch issues smoke 
and flames.” 
This description, says Professor Judd, 
is not merely incomplete and inadequate 
as a whole, but each individual projiosi- 
tion of which it is made up is grossly in­ 
adequate and, what is worse, jierversely 
misleading. 
In tho first j>lace, the action which 
takes place at volcanoes is not “ burn­ 
ing,” or combustion, and bears, indeed, 
no relation whatever to that well-known 
jjrocess. 
Nor are volcanoes necessarily 
44mountains’* at all; essentially, they 
are just the reverse—namely, holes in the 
earth’s crust, or outer jxirtion, by means 
of which a communication is kept up 
between the surface aud tho interior of 
our globe. 
When mountains do exist at 
centers of volcanic activity, they are 
simjjly the lieajts of materials thrown 
out of these holes, and must, therefore, 
be regarded not os the causes, but as the 
consequences of volcanic action. Neither 
does this action always take place at the 
44 summits” of volcanic mountains when 
such exist, for eruptions occur quite as 
frequently on their sides or at their 
bases. 
That, too, which jjopular fancy 
regards as 44 smoke” is really condensing 
steam or watery vajjor, and the supjjosed 
raging 44 ll amos” are nothing more than 
the glowing light of a mass of molter 
material 
reflected from these vajjor 
clouds. 
The name of volcano has been bor­ 
rowed from tile mountain Vulcano, in the 
Lajjari Islands, where tho ancients be­ 
lieved that Heph.-pstus, or Vulcan, had 
his forge. 
Volcanic phenomena have 
been at all times regarded with a snjjer- 
atitious awe, which has resulted in the 
generation of such myths as the one 
just mentioned, or of tliat in which 
/Etna was said to have been formed by 
the mountains, under which an angry 
Kl had buried the rebellious Typhon, 
ese stories changed their form, bat 
not their essence, under a Christian 
dispensation, and Vulcano became re­ 
garded as the jflaco of punishment of 
the Arian Emperor Theodosius, and 
/Etna as that of Anno Boleyn, who had 
sinned by jx-rverting the faith of King 
Henry III-— Popular Science Monthly,
